a rpljed rib roast of beef. 


This elegant beef roast'served 


with potato salad, is a good selec- 
tion from the standpoint of your 
time in.the kitchen, too — for it 
actually takes care of itself while 
you- attend to those last- minute 
party preparations. Because it's 
compeltely -boneless, .you'll -love 
the easy way; it carves into, per- 
fect .slices!. . 


The usual weight-for a rolled 


fib of'beef is'between 5 and 7 
pounds..Time-wise,.you'll want to 
allow approximately 32 minutes 
per; pound if you desire s rare 
meat;.38 minutes per pound for a 
medium roast and 48 minutes per 
pound; for. a well-done' roast. 
• The first step in; cooking this 
favored • roast is to season with 
salt-arid pepper.'Next,-place the 
meat fat side up on a rack in an 
open roasting pan. This • rack al- 
lows an even circulation of heat, 
as well as preventing the drip- 
pings from .accumulating around 
the roast;itself. 


A meat thermometer lakes the 


guesswork out of meat .cookery— 
and using one will 'insure you of 
perfectly achieving that desired 
degree of doneness..Insert the 
thermometer so that the bulb 
reaches (he center of the thickest 
part, being sure. that the bulb 
does not rest in.fat. Since roast- 
ing is a . dry heat method. of 


meat cookery, you will not want' 
to add water or cover the meat 
as it cooks.' 


Place the rolled rib in a slow 


oven (300° F^) and roast to the 
desired degree of doneness as in- 
dicated on the' roast meat ther- 
mometer. It will'register 140°'F. 
for rare beef, 160" F. for medium 
and 170° F. for' well-done. Plan 
your time so that the roast will 
have an opportunity to stand for 
20, to 30 minutes before serving. 
This, period allows the meat to 
'set" and facilitates carving.

'snob" trend, said Denney, And 
tic former makes the latter pos- 
ible by leaving home cooks more 
ime to devote to other projects. 


"The American diet today is 


/cry important in demonstrating 
he status of the family," he said. 
'The notion of achieving (suc- 
:ess) by eating all that is set 
before one no longer prevails." 


He cited the "spectacle of the 


United Stales "wasting a great 
deal of time preparing and eat- 
ng mediocre foods." 


"The trend has been very much 


nfluenced by the 'fruit of youth 


—the desire of older people to 
appear as slim as the young. The 
country is slowly changing from 
'security over-eating" to 'adven- 
turous less-eating.'" 


Denney also pointed to a "rise 


in the importance of 'tasteless' 
ness." sometimes called 
'mild- 


ness,' or 'dryncss' or 'lightness' 
as meal planners compromise' to 
satisfy 
all members 
of their 


ramilies. 


"Nutritional values of food are 


taken for granted today and the 
psychological and ceremonial cle 
ments come to the fore," he said. 
'Food is no longer regarded as 
cither a task or a reward for 
children." 


It is eaten primarily for pleas 


ure. he said. 


The sandwich itself represents 


part of the revolution, Denney 
said, because this ultimate in 
convenience foods now appears 
in many elaoorate forms.
